thanks to the conference on the limitation of armaments convened 
at Washington, 
epoch-making conference, but that it cannot fail to be productive of 
much good was cleanly established at the opening session and subse-

The Great War andedd in the “scrapping” of the German navy, 
a big fleet created as an offensive weapon, a threat against all other 
nations and the peace and freedom of the world. The British and 
United States navies have been brought into being for defensive : 
purposes, ‘and the former has long been regarded as a world: police- 
man and been responsible, not for precipitating wars, but in prevent- 
ing them and maintaining order and extending liberty in all parts of 
the globe. When the German navy struck “its colors and was ig- 
nominously scuttled, the Austrian and Turkish fleets met a like fate. 
And with the destruction of these navies the need for maintaining 
great defensive fleets by Great Britain, the United States, Japan and 
other nations passed, unless they, too, were to keep on building, 
against one another. 

The whole world rejoices at the evidence produced by the Wash- 
ington conference that any insane, human, barbarous policy is not to 
be followed. Britain and the United States, the two greatest naval, 
powers, are not distrustful of each other. Neither has any cause, 
to fear attack from the other. And Japan, the third naval power, 


whose motives are not so well understood, has been asked to join in, 


putting a stop to further construction of these huge and enormously 
expensive monsters of destruction and to “scrap” hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of ships already built and building. 


And the Governments of these three countries have agerentl t0r 


stop the suicidal, war-provoking race for naval supremacy. What 
ever the politicians, the militarists and armament manufacturers. of 
these countries may think and: desire, they fully realize that any 
Government which refused to entertain the proposal submitted at 
the Washington conference would be swept out of office by an. out- 
raged people. There may be changes in details of the plan sub-

Mrs. Hady-Hart, aged 76, of Bal- 
larat East, after more than 30 years’ 
experiments in the perfection of vege- 
.table dyes, claims to’ have discovered 
one of the great secrets of German 
dyeing. 

Patent rights have been granted 
cher in. the Australian Commonwealth, 
Great Britain and Indla. 

; An expert, in a report on Mrs. 
Hart’s discoveries, says: 

“You have found more colors from 
vegetation than have ever before 
been found. We have seen endless 
color samples, but nothing has come 
our notice to equal your 
browns, old gold and soft shades.”

serges, 
| _“I am still finding new  shades,’” 
she continued. “There is scarcely 
a growing thing I cannot extract a 
‘color from. There are over a hun- 
dred eucalyptus varieties from which 
I can get different shades.

‘America and England are colorless 
compared with our Australian vege- 

tation. Their wet, cold seasons do 
not produce much that. can be used 
for dyes. 

“Our Australian bush could sup- 
ply the whole world with dyes.”

| Ventilating the Chicken House 


Great Care Should Be Taken During 
Winter Months 

Bulletin 176, Iowa, says: “The im- 
portance of ventilation is keeping the 
,poultry house dry is not generally ap- 
;preciated or understood. It has been 
lfound that an average hen breathes 
off over forty cubic feet of air per day 
and that this air is practically satur- 
ated with water at the temperature of 
the hen’s body. One hundred hens 
breathe from their lungs over One and 
one-half gallons of water per day, 
which is sufficient, if perfectly dry air 
were used for ventilating, to saturate 
the air completely in a pen which al- 
2.8 to 3.7 square feet of floor 
space per lven, every threequarters of 
an hour when the temperature is at 
freezing point. As‘ the outside air 
usually contains half enough moisture 
in cold weather to saturate it, twice 
the amount of ventilation stated is re- 
quired under practical conditions to 
prevent condensation and consequent 
jdampness. It is on this account that 
hens cannot be closely 
separate roosting compartments with- 
out disastrous results from poultry 
diseases such as colds, catarrh and 
roup.”

Whether the effort to apply gener- 
ally accepted principles to specific 
cases in the Far East would bring 
definite accomplishments or only 
lead to futile debate. 

Whether, ‘in view, of the position of 
France and the general situation in 
Europe, any serious attempt anould| 
be made to agree on a limitation of 
land armament. 

Whether a way can be found to 
hasten consideration of details on 
the naval limitation plan, which is 
proceedingly smoothly, but too slowly 
to satisfy some of the delegates. 

Of these questions the first was 
brought “sharply to the fore by sev- 
eral direct clashes of opinion regard- 
ing elements of the Far Eastern nego- 
tiations, At the executive session of

the nine delegations, the right of the 
Chinese delegates to speak for the 
Chinese delegates was reported to 
have been ‘questioned by France, and 
later a.

Empire Air Service 


London—A cable from Reuter’s 
Melbourne correspondent states that 
Premier Hughes has invited the House 
of Representatives to consider a pro- 
posal for an experimental air service 
between Australia and Iurope, with 
the airships as a free gift from the 
British Government. 

It is estimated that the total cost 
for two years’ service would be 
£1,640,000, of which Great Britain 
would contribute half and the Do- 
minion half. The British Dominions’ 
contribution on a per capita basis 
would cost about £800,000 for the ex- 
periment. Assuming that the Do- 
minions’ shares was one-half, Aus- 
tralia’s proportion would be £ 200,- 
000. 

Premier Hughes stated if the 
House of Representatives was not 
hostile to the proposal he would have 
a statement compiled showing what 
the liability Avould be and whether 
the experiment would be worth the 
money, if only as an advertisement.

Austrailan Premier Introduces Bill to 
Extend Federal Power 

London.—A Reuter cable from Mel- 
bourne says that Premier Hughes in- 
troduced in the House of Lords a fed 
eral convention bill designed to amend 
the constitution of the commonwealth 
to give greater powers to the Federal 
Parliament,and lessen powers to the 
state legislature. The bill provides 
for the election of 111 members, com- 
prising 18 elected by the Fedéral 
Parliament, 18 by the state  par'ia- 
ments and 75 by the adult franchise 
of the commonwealth. Within a 
year after the first meeting, the con- 
vention must report on constitutional 
amendments desirable and within 15 
days the necessary legislation will be 
introduced.

Decrease In Number Of Milk Cows 


Feed Shortage In 1920 Forced Farmers 
to Sacrifice Stock 


From the figures compiled by the 
Statistics Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture for Saskatchewan, it is 
shown that the number of milk cows 
in the province in 1920 was some 20,- 
000 less: than in the previous year. 
This fact does not result from any 
lack of interest in dairying but is a 
direct result of the unfortunate condi- 
tions which obtained for stockmen 
during the year and more particular- 
ly during the winter months. Owiny 
to the very serious feed shortage large 
numbers of both milk cows and heif- 
ers which would have been coming 
into mill had to be sacrificed and also 
many head were lost through disease 
resulting chiefly from the run down 
conditidn of the animals.
